CALLS FOR WAR ON RATS 


Why the Pests Should Be Exterminated 
Is Shown by New York Busl- 
ness Association. 

While the cost of Hving may have 
coma down somewhat, the upkeep of 
rats hasn't. On “the contrary, Jt has 
soared from a rate of $1.80 per per- 
son per year to a trifle over $7 per per- 
son, according to the last figures for 
the United States. . 

The amount covers only the feeding 
of the country’s rats and does not 
make any allowance for losses by fire 
for which they fre responsible, The 
fire prevention committea of the Butld- 
fog Managers and Owners’ agsocia- 
tion [s calling the attention of Its 
members to the depredatlons of the 
rats, In a bulletin just issued, which 
says? 

“The upkeep of rats has gone up, A 
year or 80 ago some one figured that 
it costes us $1,80 per person to feed the 
rats In the United States. Recent 
figures compiled by a British expert 
place this: cost In the United States nt 


over $7 per person. ‘This Is s{mply for 
food consumed and destroyed and has 
nothing whatever to do with the very 
consldernble fire loss they cause. 

“Needless to say, we are urged as 
an economic menstre to exterminate 
the rats; also you will recall what 
Doctor Copeland hnd to say to ua along 
this line Inst winter as pertaining to 
public health, Viewed from all. angles,
